Repairable ‘shoes for school 
children is the object of the 
Berkeley-Albany P. T. A. Coun- 
cils’ “Operation Shoe Repair.” 
Those wishing to donate shoes 
may leave them at their neigh- 
borhood public school. 

After the shoes have been 
collected they will be sent to the 
California Youth Authority 
Where apprentice shoemakers 
will repair them. The shoes are 
repaired for the cost of the ma- 
terials only. Next fall the shoes 


will be issued to students who 
need them by officials of the 


public schools. 

R. Dick Cleland, Supervisor, 
Child Welfare and Attendance, 
indicates there are Berkeley chil- 
dren absent from school because 
of the lack of proper clothing, 
especially shoes.

FIRE PLUGS 


One of the most important bits | 
of information a fireman has | 
when. notified of an alarm at any | 
certain location is the address. | 
He is well trained in the geog-| 
raphy of his city but it is just 
about impossible to know the 
exact address of every home in 
the community so therefore he | 
depends a great deal on the home 
requiring his attention to have a} 
visible house number that can be | 
read from the street. 

Many Albany citizens put their 
address numbers on garage or 
front doors. If these are open 
the number cannot be seen as the 
iddress will be moved away from 
view. Another way addresses are 
covered is by- growing’ vines or} 








numbers just being removed 
when the home was painted then 
never put back. Some address 


numbers are small in size that 
are hard to find in many emer- 
gency cases. Some numbers are 
painted on curbings then are 
covered over by parked cars. 
The best place for an address 
is near as possible to the front 
entrance if it is to the front of 
the house or if not, as close as 
possible to the walkway that 
leads to the front door if it is to 
the side. Figures should be large 
enough to read from the eenter 
of the street. The quicker 
sponding emergency 
finds the correct 
quicker the 
handled.
